U.S. TO BUILD 
GIANT 'PLANE 


——— 
TO FLY TO EUROPE 
IN TEN HOURS 


From RFEUTER $ CORRESPONDENT, 
WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 


A certificate to build a huge new 
four-engined landplane, designed to fly 
to Euro in ten hours, carrying 
between 50 and 80 passengers, has been 
issued to the Lockheed Aircraft 
Corporation by the Office of Production 
Management. 

The machine, weighing 43 tons, will 
be the largest and most powerful land- 
plane in the world, with’ the exception 
of the big bomber about to be tested 
in California. 

It will have a top speed of 500 m.p.h: 
and a cruising speed of well over 550, 
and will fly above 20,000 feet.

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Withdrawal from Greece 


slavia precipitated the capitulation of the 
Greek army of the Epirus, leaving the 


air, it was feared by many observers in 
Great Britain and Australia that Sir 
Henry Maitland Wilson’s forces might be 
either annihilated or compelled to surrender 
to the advancing Germans. Already two 
successful withdrawals have been com- 
pleted—one at Narvik and the other the 
historic evacuation from Dunkirk last 
summer: Was it possible that British 
sea-power would be able once again to 
extricate tXe land forces from a perilous 
situation wNhout enormous sacrifice of 
men and material? As wo write, there 
is no detailed news from Greece; but it 
seems that the British Navy has succeeded, 
at least to a substantial extent, in the 
safe withdrawal of the expeditionary force 
from the mainland. According to German 
reports, the British army has left for 
Crete in barges, fishing boats, and other 
craft of various kinds, leaving much of 
its equipment behind; but the Italians 
declare that units of the British expedi- 
tionary force already have arrived ~in 
Alexandria, thereby suggesting the em- 
ployment of large transports. In the House 
of Commons yesterday, Mr. Winston 
Churchill announced that ‘‘delicate, 
dangerous and critical operations’’ were 
being ‘‘ successfully carried out”; and 
Mr. A. W. Fadden, Acting Premier of 
Australia, stated in Sydney that the 
evacuation of Greece was proceeding, and 
that many of the British and Dominion 
troops already had left the country. The 
Imperial forces, he added, had conducted 
themselves with great heroism in the face 
of hgavy pressure. ‘‘ We cannot hope to 
avoid casualties,” he said, ‘‘and we must 
be prepared for them.” Some time must 
pass before the full story of the with- 
drawal from Greece can be told; but there 
is little doubt that the episode will rank 
among the most notable of its kind in 
military history. From the beginning it 
was manifest that the small force of 
Dominion and British troops that had 
been sent to the aid of the Greeks was 
~" ifully inadequate to the task with which 
it was faced. It was assailed by the full 
might of the German army, with its vast 
resources of mechanised vehicles; and the 
wonder is that it escaped complete destruc- 
tion. The Australian and New Zealand 
troops seem to have fought with all that 
reckless bravery that was shown by the 
“ Ansacs” at Gallipoli. By all accounts 
they inflicted serious losses on the 
Germans, who had met soldiers of their 
calibre for the first time; and, although 
they were defeated, they certainly have no 
reason to be ashamed of their performance. 
As for the Greeks, it is enough to say that 
they rivalled the Finns in the gallantry 
of their effort against stupendous odds. 
It is reported from Berlin that the 
Germans allowed the Greek flag to fly side 
by side with the Swastika over the 
Acropolis at Athens as a symbol of their 
respect for a brave foe. The conclusion 
of the campaign in the Balkans marks the 
end of the first phase of Germany’s spring 
offensive. Fighting still is in progress on 
the Egyptian frontier, and in Abyssinia 
the fall of Dessie indicates that the 
campaign against the Italians is nearing 
its close. Germany’s attitude towards 
Turkey has not yet been defined with any 
clarity. There are rumours of negotiations 
between Berlin and Madrid, and Mr. 
Churchill on Sunday night foreshadowed 
a possible assault on Gibraltar. For the 
moment, however, the situation is obscure. 
Only time will tell how it will develop; 
all that is reasonably certain is that the 
Germans will not rest on their Greck 
laurels.

The Northern Budget 


Here, as in Great Britain, Budget Day 
is an occasion of national importance. 
For weeks beforehand its approach is 
watched with foreboding, and for weeks 
afterwards it provides a subject for 
conversation—to say no more. The 
introduction of the Northern Budget, 
however, provokes no sentiments either 
of gratitude or of regret; in fact, very 
few citizens pay more than a casual 
attention to it, and we doubt if the sales 
of our esteemed contemporary, the 
Belfast Telegraph, advance by more than 
a few hundreds on the fateful afternoon. 
The reason for this apathy is, of course, 
that the Northern Budget makes little or 
no difference to the fortunes of the 
citizens, who already have known for some 
weeks what they will have to pay for the 
privilege of government during the new 
financial year. By far the greater part of 
the money extracted from Northern 
Ireland goes not to the Exchequer at 
Stormont, but to that at Whitehall; 
income tax, sur-tax, estate duties, stamp 
duties are levied from London, and the 
rates are dictated by London. Three 
weeks ago the people of Northern Ireland 
knew that they would have to pay income 
tax at the rate of 10s. in the pound— 
with ‘‘allowances’’ altered for the worse 
—and the various other burdens which 
are imposed upon the people of the U..:tcd 
Kingdom to defray the cost of war. It 
was obvious, too, that the “ Imperial 
contribution’’ from Northern Ireland 
would be substantially larger than it has 
been hitherto, because the Imperial contri- 
bution is, in essence, the excess of revenue 
over expenditure, and rises ‘or falls 
according to the rate of taxation. 
Actually, the contribution has shown a 
somewhat surprisingly large increase. 
Last year it amounted to £6,000,000 ; this 
year it is estimated to stand at 
£11,750,000, or nearly twice as much. 
The Minister of Finance, Mr. J. Milne 
Barbour, reckons his expenditure for the 
-new year at £19,066,000, and his total 
revenue from all sources at £27,596,000; 
and the difference of more than eight 
million pounds will be augmented by a 
rebate of some three million pounds from 
the British Exchequér under the heading

has made few changes in: the taxation 
under his control, but such as he has 
made take the form of relief, rather than 
aggravation, He reduces the duty 
payable by farmers who wish to employ 
their tractors for the hauling of goods 
and produce from one part of the farm 
to another to a flat rate of 5s.; he 
very properly exempts trailer pumps, 
used for purposes of A.R.P., from 
tax, and gifts to the Exchequer from 


estate duty, while, in the case of enter-

Concessions 
of any kind are ‘grateful, but they do not 
take away from the fact that the people 
of the six counties are saddled with a 
severe burden of taxation, and that many 
thousands of them will find>it hard to 
make ends meet this year. If such 
sacrifices, were demaniled of them, even 
for the worthiest objects, in time of peace, 
their'mutterings would mount to Heaven; 
but in time of war any sacrifice will be 
endured with cheerfulness. If even a 
shadow of doubt existed concerning their 
willingness to pay to the last penny, it 
must have been dispelled by their two 
visitations from the German bombers.

Our Fund 


Last night final subscriptions were 
received to our fund for the relief of the 
Northern refugees, making a grand total 
of £10,436 9s. 5d., and the fund is now 
closed. Since the 18th April—only twelve 
days ago—money has been pouring in from 
all over the country in sums ranging from 
£500 down to a few pence. 
first three days amounts were being 
received at the rate of over £50 an hour. 
At the end of the first week more than 
£8,000 had been subscribed. The people 
of this country always have had a reputa- 
tion for generosity, but never before have 
they given so generously to any cause. For 
almost a generation North -and South, 
officially, had not been even on speaking 
terms, but the call of blood has proved 
to be louder than the combined bellowings 
of all the politicians in their midst on 
both sides. In the day of trouble, with 
happy omen, it was to its brother in the 
South that the North called for help, and 
that brother, we are proud to 
responded in no way grudgingly, but with 
both hands and all his resources. In 
Dublin alone over six hundred refugees 
were supplied with food, clothing and 
shelter, and we have no figures of the 
numbers who were given refuge in 
Monaghan, Cavan, Sligo, Donegal and 
other places. This newspaper’s fund pro- 
vided citizens with individual oppor- 
tunities to help, and the magnificent way 
in which they responded shows how sincere 
was their sympathy with the stricken 
people of the Northern province. It is 
not sufficient to have provided the refugees 
with a few days’ lodging in Dublin or 
some other peaceful spot. Already most 
of the men have gone back to work—those 
who ever will work again—and .their wives 
and children, too, wish to be home; but 
hundreds of wrecked houses have yet to 
be rebuilt, furniture has to be bought, new 
homes have to be found. Most of these 
people will have to start life again from 
its beginnings—and “ With what?’’ is the 
question that most of them are asking. 
The money which has been contributed to 
this newspaper’s fund will solve this 
seemingly desperate problem for hundreds 
of them. In response to various queries, 
our readers may be assured that the 
money which they gave will go in its 
entirety to the purpose for which it was

subscribed. Already arrangements have 
been made for the administration of 
the fund, and the General Purposes Com- 
mittee of the Irish Red Cross Society has 
invited Sir Lauriston Arnott, managing 
director of the Jrish Times, to become 
associated with the work. We have every 
confidence in the committee, which already 
has despatched £1,000 for the relief of 
immediate distress. The fund is now 
closed, but any further contributions 
which subscribers may care to send to this 
office will be forwarded to the proper 
quarter.

Collapse of Sinn Fein Rising.

Sniping from houses, in which small parties 
of the rebels have established themselves in 
various parts of the city, still continues. 

The district in which this is most pre- 
valent is that to the north-west of the Four 
Courts, which is still in the possession of 
the rebels. The clearance of the snipers is 
& matter of time. 

Considerable damage was caused by fires 
on Thursday, and a large fire still is burning 
in Sackville street. á 

In other parts of Ireland the principal 
centres of disturbance 'are County Galway 
and Enniscorthy.

UCH importance is attached to the 


report which will be submitted to

the position of the canals and in and 
waterways of Britain, and to report on 
the possibilities of their development. 
From time to time various proposals have 
been put forward to bring the canals up 
to date, in order that they could be used 
in the same way as those of France, 
Belgium, Germany and the Netherlands, 
but little has been done, and canal traffic 
has fallen to fourteen million tons a year, 
compared with forty million tons thirty 
years ago. It is suggested that for the 
transport of raw materials the inland 
waterways would fill a useful purpose, by 
enabling carriage costs to be reduced, 
while coal could be transported during 
the summer to places where consumption 
is high, so that it could be stored in con- 
venient places for winter distribution to 
districts in the vicinity of the accumulated 
stocks. Much of the trouble concerning 
coal shortage in the winter has been due 
to lack of transport facilities when fuel 
is required at short notice, and the posi- 
tion would be greatly simplified by the 
carriage of the coal in the summer from 
the mining districts of the Midlands to 
the consuming areas in the South, 


‘" Sunday Closing ’’ Move 


Before long an attempt will be made to 
induce Parliament to impose compulsory 
closing of public-houses on Sunday. Those 
who are preparing a scheme hope that 
they will secure the support of the British 


Government for such a measure. It is 
highly improbable, however, that the 


Treasury will lend its aid, since revenue, 
above all things, must come first at the 
present time, and Sunday closing through- 
out the country would mean a heavy drop 
In revenue receipts. It is rather curious 
that England is the only country in the 


British Empire permitting the o ening wf 


public-houses and clubs on Sundays, and 
the people promoting the idea of closing 
consider that they have a good case. 


Bombed Churches 


The War Damage Commission have to 
face the problem of deciding how far the 
contents of a bombed church constitute 
part of the fabric, as it is concerned with 
lands and buildings, and not with goods. 
The Committee set up by the Archbishop 
of Canterbury maintain that the heating 
and lighting systems, reredos, the screens, 
fonts, monuments and memorials in the 
walls or floors are all parts of a building, 
and do not have to be insured as goods. 


The matter is one of great importance, 
since more than three hundred Anglican 
churches have been severely damaged, 
and over one thousand less severely. It 
is not intended to rebuild any of the 
churches while the war continues, and it 
is probable that quite a number will 
never be rebuilt again, but transferred 
to places where they will be of greater 
value. 


The Small Shopkeeper 


Small shopkeepers in some parts of 
Britain have been suffering rather heavily, 
and the suggestion is made that quite a 
humber of places shall be given better 
supplies both as regards the shopkeepers 
and the wholesalers. The Board of 
Trade has issued some recommendations, 
indicating the extent to which supplies 
of goods, other than foodstuffs, should be 
scaled up or down for particular areas in 
order to keep in line with the changes in 
the population, but the character of ad- 
justment is not the same for all classes 
of goods, and in some areas the increase 
in the need for children’s clothing is 
much greater than the proportionate in- 
crease in the population as a whol, 
and certain areas are already marked for 
special treatment in this respect,

Potato Prices 
The British Ministry of Food is to take 


steps to prevent the season increase of 
ten, shillings per ton on ware potatoes 
being passed on to the public. Maximum 
wholesale and retail prices will be 
stabilised at the existing figures, and 
merchants buying from growers will be 
reimbursed the increase in the growers’ 
minimum price from May 1st. Good sup- 
plies of potatoes will be available until 
a much later date than usual, and the 
Ministry of Food has purchased a reserve 
for end of season use. The price of all 
new potatoes sold in Britain will be 
controlled from May 17th.

Replanning Britain 


An exhibition is to be opened here this 
week which it is hoped will throw light 
on the problem of replanning Britain after 
the war. It has béen organised by the 
1940 Council, a group of specialists 
formed twelve months ago, and after it 
has been seen in London it is to be sent 
to some of the principai provincia! towns. 
The Council lay down some exeellent 
principles for replanning, condemning 
strongly the development of ribbon roads, 
but it is unlikely that everybody will, 
agree with the idea of the wholesale sub- 
stitution of flats far houses in suburban 
areas, since nearly every Englishman 
wants a garden and his own private 


surroundings, no matter how small. 


IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


David Kartin 


My very good friend David Martin, who 
has assumed the managership of the new 
Unicorn Restaurant in Merrion row, is an 
unassuming person both in appearance 
and by nature. I knew him for quite a 
length of time—a year, perhaps—before I 
discovered that he had led quite an inte- 
resting and varied life, the outline of 
which is roughly as follows:— 

He started by selling Bibles over the 
counter of the Hibernian Bible Society. 
In 1929, the year of the Stock Market 
crash, he emigrated to Toronto and spent 
three years in the fire insurance business, 
becoming an authority (one of about three 
in the Dominion) on a new type of insur- 
ance which just then was emanating from 
the States, known as inland marine insur- 
ance. One department of it dealt with 
the risk of aeroplanes falling on the roofs 
of houses and factories. 

He resigned that and leased an old mill- 
house out in the Ontario countryside for 
a year, where he lived by himself, till- 
ing his quarter-acre 
garden and living on 
ten shillings a month 
in the 18 below zero 
winter, eating  por- 
ridge and bread and 
cheese every day and 
growing fat on it— 
occasionally earning 
a dinner with the 
neighbouring farmer 
by milking half-a- 
dozen cows or loading 
his sledge with fire- 
wood. 

The following year 
he turned the house 
into a country guest 
house, feeding clients on the garden pro- 
duce, and entertaining them with moon- 
light readings of Walt Whitman and 
productions of Thornton Wilder’s plays in 
the open-air amphitheatre beside the 
house, which had once been the mill-pond.

Tiring of that, he paid fifteen dollars 
to a little Irishman in Montreal, who got 
him a place in a cattle-boat, along with 
thirteen others, feeding and watering 500 
head of steers across the Atlantic. The 
St. Lawrence was frozen, and they had to 
be convoyed by an icé-breaker, but the 
other boats got jammed, and they went on 
alone—the only vessel to get out.

Then 
Constantinople stepped in to furnish the 
world with luxury items and dress fabrics. 
Palermo became the next capital of the 
mode, to be supplanted in that field by 
Venice. 

Later, Henri IV. and his Minister Sully 
made a successful bid for the trade for 
France, and since then Paris has never 
surrendered her hold. Even during the 
Revolution she remained the world’s 
capital of fashion “‘ creation.” 

Just now Schiaparelli is back at her 
atelier in the Place Vendéme, and no one 
so far has challenged her leadership in 
respect of luxury clothes. Americans 
seem rather sore that she did not remain 
in New York to “ create’ for America.

BIG INCREASE 
IN REVENUE

gi ber Minister of Finance for 
Northern Ireland (Mr. J. Milne 
Barbour), prq@enting the Budget 
in the Northern Parliament this 
afternoon, estimated the surplus 
revenue for the coming year at 
£8,530,000. To this sum would be 
added £3,297,000, the excess war ex- 
nditure which the oi snag aes ps 
ad agreed to meet, making @ ota 
£11,827,000, of which 611,750,000 
would return to the British Exchequer, 


‘tas Northern Ireland's Imperial con- 


tribution, which compares with an Im- 
perial contribution of _£6,000,000 last 
year. This increase in the Imperial 
contribution is due to an increase of 
£6,500,000 in the reserved revenue 1m- 
osed by the British Chancellor of the 
Puchequer, including the increase in 
income tax to 10s. and the yield of 
new purchase taxes, etc. . These 
extra taxes were Lp ware entirely for 
war purposes,” he declared, ‘ and it 
is right, therefore, that their yield 
should be reflected in an increased con- 
tribution to Imperial services.’’ 


FEW CHANGES 


The Minister announced only a few 
slight changes in the taxation levied 
by the Northern Parliament. The first 
referred to agricultural tractors. He 
intended to concede to farmers in 
Northern Ireland the same right to 
use tractors for haulage purposes on 
their farms on payment of a 5s. rate 
of duty. In Northern Ireland the 
ordinary taxation rate on tractors was 
half the duty paid in Great Britain. 
This ‘concession would reduce the 
revenue by £7,000 per annum. Trailer 
pumps for A.R.P. use would be exempt 
from trailer tax. The United Kingdom 
Finance Bill exempted from aggrega- 
tion, for the purpose of estate duty, 
gifts made to the Exchequer, and he 
proposed a similar exemption would 
cperate in Northern Ireland. He pro- 
posed to encourage cultural entertain- 
ments in the province by taking a 
wider view of entertainments pre- 
viously interpreted as ‘‘partly educa- 
tional’’ for exemption from entertain- 
ment duty, and he hoped that this 
change would encourage the promoters 
of cultural entertainments. 


TOTAL REVENUE 


The total 
all sources 


estimated revenue from 
is £27,596,000, and the 
estimated expenditure £19,066,009, 
leaving the provisional _ balance, 
mentioned" above, of £8,550,000. 

Of the total estimated expenditure 
£1,192,000 is provision for consoli- 
dated fund services, including 
£304,000, a full year’s provision on 
statutory sinking funds, including 
land purchase sinking fund, and 
£490,000 represents the estimate of the 
sum to be paid to the road fund from 
the yields of motor taxation. The 
total estimated expenditure on supply 
services is £14,605,000, approxi- 
mately £1,150,000 more than the 
actual issue last year, owing mainly 
to anticipated increases in expenditure 
in air-raid precautions services, supple- 
mentary pensions, grants for the re- 
pair of roads damaged by the military, 
and educational services. 

The last category of expenditure is 
that relating to the cost of reserved 
services, which at’ a figure of 
£2,297,000, represents an increase of 
£390,000 over the amount provided for 
last year. The major part of this in- 
crease is accounted for under the head- 
ing of Post Office, which is estimated 
to cost £1,456,000. 


ESTATE DUTIES 


Dealing with the estimated revenue 
for the coming year, Mr. Barbour 
said :— 

The tax revenue that this Parlia- 
ment controls is expected to yield this 
year a total of £1,761,000. I have 
budgeted for a yield of £665,000 from 
estate duties, the same as last year’s 
estimate. ..[his item is some £60,000 
less than the actual receipts last year, 
which, as I have already explained to 
the Committee, were augmented by the 
duty on some large estates which were 
not in view at the beginning of the 
year. The revenue from stamp duties 
I have estimated at £196,000, which 
is a little below last year’s yield. The 
increase in the yield from excise duties 
is due to the increase in rates of enter- 
tainments duty operating for a full 
year, and for this year I am including 
a figure of £180,000 from this source. 

The estimate for receipts from motor 
vehicle duties is £660,000.

Turning to reserved revenue, he said, 
Customs and Excise duties, exclusive 
of the purchase tax, are estimated to 
produce £8,130,000, an increase of 
some £200,000 over the provisional 
figure for last year. The duties on 
tobacco alone are at present expected 
to produce three and a half millions 
this year. 

A full year’s operation of the pur- 
chase tax is estimated to yield 
£1,190,000. 

The estimated revenue from income 
tax and surtax is £10,742,000, of which 
one and a half millions is due to the 
increase of 1s. 6d. in the rates of income 
tax and a further one and a half million 
to the reductions in allowances. 

National defence contribution and 
excess profits tax should produce 
£2,000,000 this year. 

The Post Office revenue is estimated 
at £1,400,000, which is an increase of 
£145, on the figure for last year.

The establishment of a new mobile 
canteen is the latest service which the 
St ‘John Ambulance Brigade has 
added to its many activities in the City 
of Dublin. The canteen, which can be 
drawn from place to place by motor 
car, has been built by Autocars, Ltd., 
to the special designs and requirements 
of the Welfare Department of the 
Brigade, and it is of interest to learn 
fhat the women of the department had 
a lot to do with the planning. It is 
expected that between three and four 
hundred meals an hour can be distri- 
buted from the canteen, the sides of 
which drop down, forming counters, 
over which the meals can be handed. 
The meals, which will be in the form 
of soups, stews, etc., will be cooked 
at the kitchens of the Welfare Depart- 
ment, 14 Merrion square, and thence 
taken by car to the site of distribution. 
The food will be kept warm in five 
special thermostat contairfers, and for 

ark mornings and night work the 
canteen is fitted with electric light and 
oil Jamps. 

This is the first canteen of its kind 
to be brought into use in the twenty- 
six counties, It has cost approximately 
£600, and the sum has been raised 
mainly through the generosity of an 
anonymous donor, whose gift was 
supplemented by the amount realised 
through the collection and sale of waste 
paper. The unit will come into opera- 
tion early next week in the Crumlin 
area.

Exchange, and witness believed that a 
nominal fee of 25 guineas was paid in 
hig case. 


‘INSOLVENT 


Witness said that Mrs. Forde died in 
1923. Witness believed there was a large 
overdraft due to the Provincial Bank 
at that date. He believed administra- 
tion was not taken out to save the 
credit of the office His son, Dermot, 
was then ae on the business, and 
when Dermot became a registered 
stockbroker witness resigned.
